WANTED BY CANTON ON | 
MURDER CHARGE. 


The brutal murder of an old man, 
during an armed robbery in the 
‘Toyshan district of Kwangtung, 
over four years ago, was the sub- 
ject’ of extradition proceedings ‘be- 
fore Mr. Lindsell at the . Central 
Magistracy yesterday, when an ap- 
plication was -he: for the sur- 
render to the Canton authorities of 
Wong, Yuen-yau, alias Wong 
yau, who is charged with the double 
erime. 9. , op it : 

The case for the Crown was,con-' 
ducted by the Public. Prosecutor 
(Mr, Somerset Fitzroy) .who said 
that the affair. occurred on Decem- 
ber 24th, 1925. 

On that night, a band of armed 
robbers forced an entry into a 
house occupled by an aged farmer, 
named Wong ‘Tsiu-yip, in the 
village of Ting Hang, Toyshan dis- 
trict, It was dark inside, but ‘in 
the light of electric torches carried 
by the ten or more men engaged 
In the enterprise, much of that 
‘which ensued was seen and de~ 
scribed by two of the inmates who 
would be called as witnesses in the 


case, . 

After binding and gaggtrig the 
four people in the usual manner, 
and robbing them of money and 
property to the value of about 


$1,000, the bandits attempted to’ 
take them sway a3]. 


kidnap and 
captives. Wong Tsiu-yip, the aged 
farmer, on account of his advanced 
years, was unable to proceed a8 fast 
as was desired, and he was 
brutally shot dead by a man al- 
leged to be the fugitive. os 
- Village volunteers overtook the 
party some distance out on their 
journey, and after an exchange of 
shots, the robbers were compelled 
to abandon the captives and seek 
safety in immediate flight. 

The fugitive was not seen again 
by any of the victims until March 
25th Jast, when, after his arrest 
in Hongkong, he was put up for 
identification and picked out by two 
of them. ; 


A Gang of Ten.

Mr, 
Wong was connected with the 
Kwong Wah Hospital, which was 
in charge of the temples concerned, 
and knew which people were au- 
thorised to collect money on their 
behalf. He knew the | defendant 
was not one of them and had him 
arrested. The defendant had al- 
ready collected about $60 from ser- 
vants in various parts of Kowloon. 

It was mentioned by the officer 
that it Was customary at certain 
periods of the year for people to 
be asked to subscribe to the 
temples. The defendant was 
formerly employed at the Tin Hau 
Temple, but had been dismissed. 
Tt was because of these past con- 
nexions that the had conceived the 
idea of collecting money for him- 
self, under the false pretext that 
he was acting for the temple au- 
thorities. a 


If he had not had the misfortune 
of running against Mr. Wong 
Kowng-tin he would probably be 
going on for months and months.

The 
head office hag, in the past, devoted 
itself only to the control of the 
eompany’s operations and the 
Shanghai office has been consider- 
ed a sort of independent depart- 
ment in charge of branch offices 
and freight and passenger trans- 
portation arrangements. 

This has resulted in the employ- 
ment of unnecessary men on the 
staff and lack of proper control, so 
the general management have de- 
cided upon this new step, which will 
mean that both the Shanghai office 
and other branches will‘come under
